
HEARST’S FLY PAPER PLATFORM

T he new Independence party held its first national convmtion 
in Chicago this week. The Chicago Tribune pay* it the 
doubtful compliment that it lookM “like a real convention." 
We all know how the real conventions of the old parties look. 
At any rate, the Independence party has ado))tcd a national plat¬ 
form and has nominated a national ticket.

However, I do not believe that it looked like a “real” capitalist 
convention at all. The substantial solid citizens of the various states, 
who make up the Republican i>arty, were, no doubt, absent. And the 
tw of the Democratic politicians, a.s led by Charles Murphy and 
Roger Sullivan and Dave Rose—with their bands and banners and 
booze—were al.<o absent.

, William R. Hearst is a sort of sphvnx in /uiicrican ix>litics. 

\'ery few men have a gt>od word for him. 

The KeT>uliIican.s hate him as the “yellow" disturber and half-So- 
cialist—something which, by the way, he very violently disclaims. 

The Democrats hate him as an unmerciful exjioser of some of 
their’crookedne** an<l as a destioyer of Tammany flail. 

Tlie Socialists attack him because many think that by his dema¬ 
gogical issues and half-l<aked reforms, he keeps well-meaning men 
from joining the Socialist party. That he therefore interferes with 
the rightful growth of our jtarly. 

Republicans and Democrats and Socialists seem to agree that 
Hearswis insincere, selfish and dangerous. 

• * • 

Rut I am accustomed to look at things with a different eye and 
examine political phenomena in a different way. 

Now, there can be no doubt that Hearst is very ambitious and 
egotistic. He cares very little or nothing for the opinions that 
otlK-r peoidc have about him. 

However,'we Socialists have no right to doubt the honesty of 
evety man who is not with us. Hearst is a multi-millicnsi t, and, 
unless he should be a .Socialist from philanthropic motives, there is ab- 
lolutely no reason for him to become a Socialist. 

But not every man who is not a Socialist is dishonest. Nor is 
the possession of a Socialist membership card in itself a guarantee of 
honesty, unless its owner is also imbued with a true So^list spirit, 
which, I am glad to say, is still the case nowadays with the over¬ 
whelming majority of the Socialists. . 

And political phenomena arc not a question of persons — or 
rather persons are only a secondary consideration. 

To judge the Hearst movement aright we must examine what it 
■tai'ds for. 

• * • 

The two old parties, no doubt, stand for tlie preservation of the 
capitalist system and for capitalism. 

So does Hearst. 

What makes the old parties important to us is the fact that they 
represent great power. In 1904 the Republicans carried thirty-three 
•Utes, the Democrats twelve. So, of course, both parties have to be 
reckoned with. 

In 1900 the Hearst party did not exist. And the only way that 
be can nuke out any reason for its existence is that he is willing for 
the lndc|rendence partv to make concessions to vanous cUiJCS which 
the two old parties will not make. 

An.| the platform of tijc Independence party is a platform of con¬ 
cession*. 

It is trying to catch them all. 

* • • 

It promises to help the middle class, to pacify the laboring class, 
and with all that—not to hurt capitalism. 

It demands "economy in tlie conduct of public offices." It con¬ 
demns the evil of over-capitalization and demands its regulation by 
county, state and national legislation. It wants revision of the 
tariff. It denunds the phvsical valuation of railroads. It denounces 
all combinations in restraint to trade. It is faiiorable to the enact¬ 
ment of law* that provide for the impri.sonment of individiuls who 
are responsible for trusts. It demands government ownership of 
railroad* and telegraph oomtunies and the parcels post. Moreover, it 
wants to suppress bucket shops and prevent fictitious dealing in farm 
products. And it lavoi-s a bigger navy and the popular election of 
United .Sute* senators wd judge* and a graduated income tax. 

So much for the middle class. 

* • * 

The dose observer will notice that some of these demamls will 
not find favor with the entire middle class. For instance, the parcels 
post, while it nuy be liked by the farmers, is sure to be opposed 
by a large class of country storekeepers. The IrujI-tUling is very 

r jmineot in the platform and is nonsense, of course. The bigger navy 
calculated to appeal to the shooting patriotism of the readers of the 
Hearst papers.

However, the workingmen also get quite a few sops—some of 
them tdtm from the &cialist platform; namely, the initiative 
and referendum and the right of recall, the opposition to child labor 
and the eight-hour day law. 

Of course, Hearst easily outdoes both the Democratic and Re- 
pnblican platforms on the injunction ouestion.' He denounces the labor 
clauses in the Democratic amd Rep^lican platforms as clap-trap and 
buncombe and demands that no injunction be issued without notice 
and hearing, and that all contempt of court cases are to be tried by 
jury. 

' • * * 

Then there are also some general planks, as for instance, a demand 
for the development of natural resources, and for legislation to remedy 
corrupt practices at election* and also that a court shall review the ar¬ 
bitrary rulings of the postoffice department. 

And all these reforms would not hurt capitalism in the least. That 
is the beauty of it. . , 

In short, the platform wants to satisfy all sort* and conditjons 
of men. It virtually sets out to catch everybody, which, considering 
the fact that patties are simply the political exprestiou of economic 
cOHJitioits. is, of course, imp(>ssible and ridiculous. And what is 
worse—it convey* a glaring ’mpi ession of insincerity.

And therefore the characterization of the old parties in the ad¬ 
dress of William Randolph Hearst at the opening of the convention 
was probably the best part of the whole business. 

Said Mr. Hearst; 

"The old parties, in this day of their decadence, have become un¬ 
faithful to the principles which inspired them, and unworthy of the 
patriots who founded them. 

"The Republican party is the open and avowed handmaiden of 
the trusts. 

“It scorns those who would rescue it, radiates those who would 
reform it and gtorie* brazenly in its profitable infamy. 

"The Dernocratic party it merely envious of it* sordid sister’s 
illgotten finc^. It nptoaids her at one election and imitates her the 
aexL 

"The Republican leaders are the pcditical attorney* of trusts and 
inooopoliet, tne representative* in pohlic life of chose giant cotpora- 
lioos which have superseded the petite in this republic at the source 
of power and the seat of authority. 

"The remccratic vai^piard is a FalstaffT* army. It is led a 
knight arrayed in a motley of modified professiow and oopapromised 
principles, of altered opinians and retracted statements. It it officered 
by such soldiers of fortune as Sullivan and Hofddnt soad Munhy 
and McGellan, tw Tom Taggart, the rouleCte gambler, and Tom 
Ryan, the Street gan^r, and Bebnont, the race track gambler.

It is said that the verv rich fee! 
poor this year. They have, how¬ 
ever, enou^ ready money to buy 
transportation to carry them from 
beautiful Fifth avenue to (Xiolcr 
Newport. But the Ea.st Side is tied 
by poverty to the redting garbage 
c^, perhaps without car'fare tc 
enjoy a day's rest at Gmey Island. 
Charitable Institutions Swamjied. 

Charity organization* admit 
utter defeat They are swamped 
with applications tor help. More 
than 54100 families—more than 
three times the usual number—are 
dependent upon the United Chari¬ 
ties organization. Last month this 
tin^e charity organization' had 
3,;tot applications from distressed 
profde. There uvas less than half 
that num^ in June of last year. 

Prefer Jail to Starvation, 

In one month the Munidpal 
Lodging House, where the city pro¬ 
vides beds for the homcle**, uB&t 
people were boosed, and it is now 
crowded nightly and hundreds are 
toraed away.

Buffalo Courii-r: Penniless and 
without emidovnunt. or ■‘without 
visible mean* of supjiort," between 
six hundred and seven hundred 
men have faced ilie muruiiig Justice 
in Buffalo daring the |>ast week to 
answer to a charge of vagrancy, 
or of being a tr.amp.

Bciitnate of stxla in |>articular is 
used widely as a preservative of 
varions- food preparations. The 
mannfaettirers of such preparations 
liavc contended earnestly that the 
use of the Iicnzoate or benzoic aeiil 
is tlx- least h<Trmful emphiymetil of 
prcservativi-s. 

Bitter .-\gainst Wiley.
